20.— Eugene 
B. 
E ly , aviator, whose parents live at 
Davenport, la., was killed at the state 
fair grounds when his machine, after 
a sensational dip, plunged fifty feet 
to the ground. 
He fell, in the pres­ 
ence of nearly 8,000 persons, to the 
middle of the inclosure of the race 
track. 
He almost cleared the machine 
by a desperate leap when he realized 
his peril. 
His body was broken in a score of 
places and he died a few minutes lat­ 
er, regaining consciousness just before 
the end long enough to m utter: 
“ I lost control— I know I am going 
to die." 
E ly rose from the track inclosure, 
which he circled in a few minutes, 
traveling about thirty miles an hour. 
As he was completing the circuit he 
made u dip. seemingly to startle the 
thousands beneath him. 
The machine 
shot down with tremendous velocity 
and the crowd applauded, thinking the 
aviator would rise, as he had done 
many times before. 
But E ly seemed to lose his grip on 
the lever, for the machine continued 
its downward plunge to the earth, and 
he attempted to rise from his seat. 
In fact, he released the lever alto­ 
gether and half jumped, barely clear­ 
ing the aeroplane as It crashed to the 
ground. The mac hine was demolished 
and E ly struck with terrific force. 
A gruesome feature of the death of 
Aviator E ly was the fight of tHe spec­ 
tators to procure souvenirs of t! < 
tragedy. 
As soon as the unfortunat- 
bird man and his aeroplane struck t:. 
ground a great crowd surged about 
The police fought in vain to keep 
back the mob. 
In a few' minutes the littered field 
was cleared of every bit of wreckage. 
E ly ’s collar, tie. gloves and cap sim 
ilarly 
disappeared, the collar 
being 
tuken from his body.

PAY FOR POLES ON STR EETS 


Court De c ide s Citie s Ca n Colle c t From 
Te le gra ph Compa nie s . 


Springfield, III., Oct. 20.— The appel­ 
late court handed down an opinion 
holding that cities have power to com­ 
pel telegraph companies and other cor­ 
porations to pay a reasonable com­ 
pensation for the use of city streets 
for poles. 
The ruling affirmed the decision of 
the Sangamon circuit court in the case 
of the citv of Springfield against the 
Postal Telegraph Cable company. 


New York, Oct. 20.— A story that is 
circulated in reliable circles, and one 
that is given credence, is that Jam es 
J. H ill has sent an intimation to the 
managers of the United States Steel 
corporation that the abrogation of the 
H ill ore lease need not occasion them 
^o rry and that if they really wish 
to cancel the lease he wishes they 
would do it quickly, as he has other j 
customers, where he believes he could 
get a better price. 
That the United States Steel corpo­ 
ration at an early date w ill recom- j 
mend the termination of the H ill ore 1 
lease and a reduction in freight rates 
on its ore carrying roads, to the ex­ 
tent of 20 cents a ton, there now • 
remains no doubt. 


The result of this action w ill be to 
minimize the importance of the steel 
corporation 
in 
connection with 
it s \ 
holdings of ore and appease certain j 
shippers, who are endeavoring to force I 
a drastic cut in freight rates on ore. 
There is much speculation as to the 
steel corporation’s reasons for desir­ 
ing to cancel the ore lease. 
Officers i 
of the steel corporation refuse to dis- j 
cuss the matter, but many behind the 
scenes in W all street believe that the 
corporation’s move is either a desire 
to convince the government of its 
good intentions to get into the class 
of "reasonable” trusts, to head off ac­ 
tion that might follow the recent re­ 
port of Herbert Knox Smith, commis­ 
sioner of corporations, or that it is an 
effort to overcome the present wave 
against trusts 


In conservative steel manufacturing 
circles the cancellation of the Hill ore 
lease is regarded as more of a bull 
factor for the United States Steel cor­ 
poration than a bearish development. \ 
On the other hand the opinion is 
expressed that the termination of the 
lease will not work to the benefit of 
the H ill ore company. 
A steel man who has inspected the 
H ill ore territory says that the steel 
corporation has spent millions of dol­ 
lars 
for ore separating 
machinery. 
The H ill ore is said to be streaky and 
cannot he handled as economically as 
the average run of high grade ore 
ir the north. 
The problem of separat­ 
ing the ore from the sand has not 
been thoroughly solved. 
The H ill ore lands are supposed to 
contain 31)0,000.000 tons of iron ore, al­ 
though the amount is placed at vari­ 
ous figures by certain experts. 
The 
capitalization of the 1,500,000 certifi­ 
cates outstanding is $150,000,000, with 
a market value, on a basis of $50 for 
each certificate, of $75,000,000.

“ I lost control— I know I am going 
to die.” 
E ly rose from the track inclosure, 
which he circled in a few minutes, 
traveling about thirty miles an hour. 
As he was completing the circuit he 
made u dip, seemingly to startle the 
thousands beneath him. 
The machine 
shot down with tremendous velocity 
and the crowd applauded, thinking the 
aviator would rise, as he had done 
many times before. 
But E ly seemed to lose his grip on 
the lever, for the machine continued 
its downward plunge to the earth, and 
he attempted to rise from his Beat. 
In fact, he released the lever alto­ 
gether and half jumped, barely clear 
inn the aeroplane as it crashed to the 
ground. 
The machine was demolished 
and E ly struck with terrific force. 
A gruesome feature of the death of 
Aviator E ly was the tight of tile spec 
tators to procure souvenirs of ti < 
tragedy. 
As soon as the unfortunu*< 
bird man and his aeroplane struck th 
ground a great crowd surged about 
The police fought in vain to keep 
back the mob. 
In a few minutes the littered field 
was cleared of every bit of wreckage.
